He Youngeſt of the Players that came to le 
1 Keppinieres houſe, was a ſervant to Deſtiny, 
who gave him notice, that the reſidue of the 
company were all arrived, excepting onely 
Madam Star, who had put her foot out of joynt, 
within three Leagues of Manſe. How came you 
hither? or who gave yon information we were 
in this place? ſaid Deſtiny. The Plague raging 
at Alenſem prevented our going that way, and 
made us halt at Boxeflable, replied the other 
Player, whoſe name was Olive, where ſome la- 
habicants of this town told us you had been 
beaten, and were wounded; at which Madam 
Star is much troubled, and intreats you to ſend 
her a Horſ- Litter. The Maſter of the next Inn 
who was come to Reppintiere's houſe upon the 
report of Deguins death, ſaid he had « Litter, 
which if chey would' give him his price, he 
would make ready with a _ of Horſes and 
diſpatch it away by noon, The Players hiced 
the Litter for a Crown, and took up lodgnigs 
for the company at his houſe. De la Reppimere 
undertookro procure them a Licenſe from the

| eftin) 
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Deſtiny and his companions took their vy to- 
wards Boneftable, It was exceſſive hot weather, 
Kancowr ſlept in the Horſe-Litter, Olive Rode on 
the hinder Horſe, and mine Hofts man lead the 
ſormoſt, Deſſiny walk'd on foot, with his Fowl- 
ing-peece upon his ſhoulder, his man relating 
to him all chat had hapned to them, from the 
Caſtle on the Loire till they came to the Village 
of Bone table, where Madam Star alighting from 
her Horſe had wrench'd her foot. As t 
were thus trudging along two men very well 
mounted, with their Cloaks thrown over their 
Faces paſſing along by Deſtiny, drew neer to the 
horſe- Litter, on the fide which was open, and 
finding onely an old fellow a ſleep in it, he that 
was the beſt mounted of the two, faid to his 
comrade ; I think all the Devils in Hell ave let looſe 
to dey, and are crept into theſe dame Lit 
ters to make me mad.

Amongſt theſe 
ſome chere were that could rehearſe alreac 
without bluſhing, and come off reaſonable w 
amongſt the reſt he that ſerved Deftiny waz apte 
underſtood what he ſaid, and had no lictlewi 
Madam Star, and Madam Caves daughter aft 
molt commonly the beſt of the womens parte 
Cave her ſelf plaid the Queen, an old Midwif 
or ſome ſuch like perſon in a Farce. They hat

perceived plain enough he was in love with on

more noiſe made in any Chamber, unleſs at a 
Cuarrel. And above all the reſt, che Poet with 
ning of admirers about him of the chiefeſt wits 
of the Town, was tearing his throat with te- 
Ing chem he had ſeen Corneille, had drunk man 
i quart with Saint Amant and Beys, and loſt a 
© good friend by the death of Rotrou. Madam 
Wave, and Madam Angellica her daughter, were 
in laying their cloachs in order, with as little con · 
cern as if no body had been in the room. An. 
gelicas hands were ſonitimes ſqueez'd or kiſs d, 
for thoſe Country gentlemen are great fumblers 
and ſlabberers; But ſhe quickly found the way 
to be delivered from the perſecutĩon bya timely 
kick on their ſnhins, a cuff, or a bite ing 2s 
the preſent neceſlicy required. It was not ous 

of any rudneſs or want of breeding, but —

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ſree jovial humour, waved all nice ceremony; 
though ſhe were otherwiſe very diſcreet, and of 
a fair deportment in civil ſociety. Madam Star 
was of a quite contrary temper,the world yields 
not a modeſtergiri, or ofa milder nature, and 
fo great was her complaiſance that ſhe had nog 
the power to free her ſelf from that e 
crew, though the endured a great deal of pain 
by her ſore leg, and wanted a little more reft af 
ter her joging journey. She lay on the bed in 
her cloaths, beſieged by four or five of the moſt 
finical Gallants, who had no more wit bur to 
laugh at their own clinches, which made he 
ſomtimes (mile at them, wheieas they gueſſed 
ſhe was taken with their dry jeſts: And indeed, 
amoneſt other inconveniencies belonging to 
that profeſſion, befides the being forced fom- 
times to laugh when they could rather weep, it 
is none of the leaſt to be obliged to comply with 
every new vampt gentleman, as Players are 
wont to doe, and to be treated ſomtimes like 
Queens and Empereſſes, and a moment after 
uted like Kirchen-maids, to be called fair and 
beautiful, young and ſprightly, when perhaps 
their rougues that proclaim it, are the onely 
painters that make them ſo, unleſs ſomtimes 
they get a recruit of new Teeth, Perriwigs and 
Pomat ums that can hide their own defects un- 
der theſe Auxilltary Adornments.

deſign, without ſtuffing my Romance with po- 
lite diſcriptions, both to divert and teach at the 
ſame inſtanc, juſt as the fight of a Drunkard, 
whoſe Vice gives us caution, and averſion, 
while his Apiſhneſs makes us tickle with laugh- 
ter, co ſee the ſtrange effects of Wine. Bur to 
conclude this Morality, and return to our Play- 
ers once more. As ſoon as their Chamber was 
cleared from che croud, and Ragotin gone with 
Kancour his new gueſt; the Carrier whom they 
left behind them at Tours, came to the Inn with 
a Horſe load of their goods, and fate down at 
Table amongſt them: By whoſe relation, as alſo 
by what they gathered from one another, it ap- 
peared how the Incendant of the Country was 
pur by the deſign he contrived againſt them, 
having had much adoe himſelf coger out of the 
peoples hands, and his Guard likewiſe. Deſtiny 
related to them, how —_— his eſcape in his 
Turkiſh habit, wherein ntended to et the 
Soliman written by Mairet, and how he came to 
Manſe with Cave and Rauconr, avoiding Alenſer 


becauſe the Plague was there, they being all at-

tired according to the deſcription mentioned a- 
the 
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the beginning of theſe moſt true, but leaft He. 
roick adventures. Madam Star gave them alſo 
an account of the aſſiſtance ſhe received from 
the Lady at Tours, whoſe name never came to 
my knowledge, and how by her means ſhe was 
conducted to a Village not far from Boxneſtable, 
where the ſprained, or diſlocated her foot with 
a fall from her horſe. She added moreover, that 
being informed the reſt of the company was at 
Manſe, (he procured a Horſe - Litter to carry her 
thither, for which Litter ſhe was beholding to 
the aforeſaid charitable Lady. After Supper, 
Deſtiny remained alone wich the Ladies in {ot 
Chamber. Cave loved lum as much as if he had 
beea her own Son; Madam Star was her darling 
too, and Angel/ice her only Daughter and Hei- 
reſs lov'd Deſtiny and Star, as Brother and Sifter, 
She did not yet certain 7 know what they were, 
nor why they became Players: But thus much 
ſhe plainly diſcovered, though they tiled them» 
ſelves Brother and Siſter, that their kindnels 
was greater then their kindred, for Deſtiny be- 
ha ved himſelf with the higheſt reſpe& imagins- 

ble towards her; and ſhe was indued with a 
great deal of Wit and Diſcretion, and as Deſtin 
made it appear by all his action,, that he wass 

rſon of no ordinary Education, ſo Madam 
Star had rather the demeanour of a Lady of 
Quality, then a wanting Comedian. Now at 
Deftiny and Star were cheriſhed by Miſtris Cave 
and her Daughter, ſo did they pay them a reci- 
procal friendſhip in return, which we need not 


much to wonder at, fince they deſerved 88 
much 
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much asany Players in France, though thorom 
want of happineſs, rather then any want o 
merit, they never had the honour to appear on 


the Theaters of L' Hoſtel de Bourgogne, or du Ma. 


refs, which are the Now plus ultra of all Actors. 
Thoſe that cannot underftand theſe three (hore 
Latin words (which I could not forbear to in- 
lert in this place, being ſo pat to the preſent 
purpoſe) may get ſome body to expound them 
if they pleaſe. But to leave this digreſſion, De- 
tiny and Star could not forbear to _ their 
great joy and carelſes, after ſo long abſence, in 
preſence of the two Actreſſes trhemiclves. They 
owned the infinite care and troubles they had 
endured for each other, and Deſtim told Madam 

Star, that he verily believed, the laſt time they 
Acted at Tours he (aw their old perſecutor 3. ha- 
ving (pied him in the croud that were at thes 
Play, though be endeavoured to muffle bimſeW 
in his Cloak ; ſo that finding hiwſelt unable to 
make any confiderable reſiſtance if he had hap- 
ned to be ſet upon at his going from the Town, 
he had clapt a great black patch upon his cheek, 
Then he proceeded to relate the adventure of 
the many Horſe-Litters that met together oa 
the way, and ſaid, He was much miſtaken if the 
unknown perſon that ſearched all the Litters ſo 
narrowly, as may be ſeen in the Seventh Chap- 
ter, werenotthe ſame forementioned enemy of 
theirs, Whilſt Deſtim talked of theſe things, 
poor Star could got refrain from ſhedding (ome 
tears; Deſtiny was much moved thereat, and ha- 


ving given her the beſt comſort he could, bay ; 
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ded, That in caſe ſhe would but permit him to 
take as much care in ſeeking out their common 
Enemy, as ſhe had made him uſe, to ſhun him 
hitherto, he duſt engage that ſhe ſhould eicher 
quickly be freed from thoſe perſecutions, or he 
would lonfſe his life in the Attempt. Theſe lat 
words afflicted her yet more and more; and D 
ftiny could not but ſhare therein, Cave and her 
Daughter, who were naturally inclined co pit- 
ty, kept conſort with them out of civility, orby 
contagion, ſo that | believe they ſhed (ome (alt 
water too. Icannot affirm that Deſtiny wept, 
but this I dare afſure you, that both he and the 
Women ſtood all mute for a good ſpace, whilft 
thoſe tliat were moſt tender-hearted- expreſſed 
it with che ſilent oratory of their trickling team, 
the others with loud ſighes. At laſt, Cave put 
them out of this dumps, and reproached De 
and Star, for having converſed fo long end 
friendly with her, and her Daughter; and yet 
pur ſo little confidence in either of them, as to 
conceal their real condition from them all that 
while. To which ſhe furtber added, That ſhe had 
undergone ſo much affliction in her own perfon, 
that they could hardly ever meet with any one 
more capable to give counſel co ſuch as were in 
perplexity, as they appeared to be, then ſhe her 
ſelf was. To which Deftiny replyed, That it was 
no diſtruſt that had made them keep it a ſecret 
ſo long; but only he fancied the relation of ſp 
many misfortunes would have proved too Me- 
lancholly a ftory for her ear. He afterwards 
proffered to give her an account when ſhe had

] (hall ſtep over the infancy of two young coun - 
try Boyes ( for Glaris was by inclination more a 
Peaſant than my ſelf ) ſince our chieſeſt adven- 
tures in that unripe age , was onely our fre- 
quent wrangling and cuffing. But thus much by 
the way,when ever we fell cogether by the Ears, 
lalways got the Victory, unleſs my Father or mo-

To this 
he conſented with much gladneſſe, my Mother 
being yet more willing and joyfull chen my 
Father to be rid of my company. Thus vas 
kept at my Godfathers well clad, and not il 
fed, he very much careſſing and ſeldome beat- 
ing me. He ſpared no coſt to have mo taught 
voth to Read and Write well, and as ſoon 2. 
was advanced to an Age capable of undertaking 
the Latine tongue, he perſwaded a perſon 
quality bis neighbour, and a man that had great 
riches, to let me Study with his two Sons, un- 
der the tuition of a very learned Scholler, he 
had ſent for from Paris, to whom he gave a ve 
conſiderabſe allowance. This Gentleman, by 
Name and Title, the Barox of Arques bred up hi 
children wich a great deal of care. The eider 
was called Sr. Fer, a youth of an indifferent 
good ſhape , but withall bruiciſh without re- 
claiming ; whereas the younger, beſides chat 
he was better faſhioned then his brother was in- 
dued with a vivacity of Spirit and noblene of 
mind equal to the comlineſs of his body. in 
ſhort, I do not believe there could be greatera 
pearances or hopes of virtue and fignal h 
in any perſon, then were to be found in this 
Gentleman whoſe name was Verville, , He ho- 
noured me with his friendſhip,and l loved him 
as it he had been myown brother, ever reſpeit 
him like a Maſter. As for Saint Fer he ts un- 
F-pable of every thing, but his uncaly ae 
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nor can I better expreſs hat ſentiments au 
cheriſhed for his brother, and me, then by 2. 
ſir ming, that he had no more regard ora ffection 
for him, then for me, whom he treated with a 
careleſs neglect, and had no leſs love for me, then 
for his brother whom he little valued, His di 
vertiſements were very different from ours; He 
delighted in — hunting, and loathed 
his ſtudies; Verville ſeldome followed that ſport, 
but gave himſelf much to his books, in hien 
we held a rare conformity, as in moſt other 
things, to which my inclinatiou and not com- 
plailance onely prompred me, though in civiliey 
| was obliged to the laſt, The Baron DA 
had a very fair Library of Komexces : Our Tucor, 
who had never met with any in his Luis Pro- 
vince, and therefore had at . firſt forbidden us 
the reading them, and ofren condemned them 
to the Ba ronſthereby to render them as deſpice- 
ble as they were pleaſing to him, was at laſt ſo 
charmed with them himſelf, that afrer he had 
devouied both Ancient and Modern, he ac- 
knowledged, that in his opinion the reatding ef 
good Romances, inſtruſted ſo delightfully;x 
he believed them noleſs effectual to ſtit us up to 
noble atchiev ments, and poliſh the minde with 
Wit and Judgment, then Plutarch's workschenw-> 
ſelves.

in Amady de Gaule, then Aſirea, and thoſe other 
curious Romances of a latter date, wherein our 
French Authors have made it appear, as well as 
in a thouſand other particulars, that though 
they are not ſo happy at inventing, as other na- 
tions, yet they exceed them all for imitation 
and improving. We therefore waſted a great 
portion of the time, allowed us for our recreati- 
on, in the lecture of Romances. Bur as for vt. 
Far, he nicknamed us The dull Book-wormes, and 
went each day abroad a hunting or beating the 
counrey people, at which he was very active. 
The inclination I had to ſtudy and temperance, 
got me the good will of the Baron of Arques, who 
was as tender of me as if] had been his kinſman. 
He would not part me from his Sons, when he 
ſent them to the Accademy, about which time, 
an eminent Noble man, and one that was re- 
lated to the Baron D' Arques raitifffy ſome troops 
af horſe for the Venetian ſervice. Saint Far 
and Verville perſwaded their Father ſo much 
that he gave them leave to go thither with him. 
The good Gentleman would needs have me 
venture likewiſe, and Monſieur de Saint Sauveur 
my Godfather, who lov'd me extreamly, freely 
gave me a very confiderable bill of Exchange 
that I might hot be too chargeable to thoſe 
whom | had the honour to accompany, and 
to make uſe of upon occaſion.

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ſters. In Rome l fell ſick, and the two brothers 
proſecuted their jouiney; het hat carried them 
not daring to looſe the opportunity of the Popes 
Gallies, which were going to joy ne with the Ve- 
netian Armada about the Dardenellas, where 
they lay in wait for the Turks, Vervill was the 
moſt lorrowful man that could be, to leave me, 
and hal moſt difpaired to think of his going at 
that time from me, when | hoped to have ren- 
dred my (elf worthy of his affection, by ſome 
tignal ſervice. As for Saint Far, I think he par- 
ted, as it he had never (cen me, nor did | re- 
{pet him, but as the brot her of Vervil, who left 
me all the money he could amaſs together, but 
whecher with his brothers conſent or not, is un- 
known, Thus was left fick at Rowe, without 
any other acquaintance then my Landlord, cho 
vas a Flemiſh Apothecary; I had all che atten- 
dance and aſſiſtance that could be defired, du- 
ring my Malady; he had no little skill in Phy- 
lick, and (according to my poor judgment) [ 
found him farr moreable chen the Italian Do- 
tor, that undertcok me. In che end, I reco= 
ered, and got ſtreng th enough, to goe and view, 
che moſt 1 things about Rome, vhere 
a ſtranger may finde enough to ſatis fie his grea- 
teſt curioſity. I pleaſed my ſelf extreamly in 
frequenting the Vine- yards, ſor ſo they call di- 
vers Gardens much fairer then the Tuilleries) 
which the Cardinals, and other perſons of qua- 
lity about Rowe maintain with great curioſity, 
rather out of pride and vain-glory, then any de- 
light of their own, ſeldome or never Ping 
Dn; themlel ves 
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chemſelves thither. One day when [ was walk. 
ing in one of the faireſt gardens, I ſaw about 
the turning of the walk, a couple of women 
in very good habits, whom two young French 
men had ſtop'd, and would not ſuffer to paſſe by 
them, till the youngeſt had taken off the vail 
which cover'd her face. I he one of theſe, who 

ſeemed to be the Maſter, was indeed ſo inſolent 
a$<o offer to pull off her vail by force, whilef 
ſhe that was bare-taced was with-held by his ſer- 
vant. I made no demur upon what | thought 
my (elfobliged to do; but told thoſe uncivil 
erſons, their inſolence was not to be endured, 
hey were both amazed, hearing me ſpeak 
with ſo much reſolution, as might have ſtartled 
them, though they had been provided with 
fwords, as | my ſelf was, which then indeed 
they were not.

His Father in law endeavoured all he coil 
to make him leave off that Trade, propoundi 
more honour and profit in taking upon him Me 
chandizing: but my Mother, who was hugel 
picaſed} with Comedies, hindred my Father tron 
Jeaving it : He had no „ againſt the per 
ſwaſions of his Wives Father, knowing bettet 
then ſhe could, that an Actors life is not fo happy 
as it appeats: My Father went from Marſeilles 2 
while after his Nuptials; carrying my Mother 
to make her firſt progreſs, who was more eager 
then himſelf, and became in a ſhort time a moſt 
rare Player: She was with child the firſt year o 
her Marriage, and brought me into the world be 
hind che Theater, a year atter I had a Brother, 
who loved me cxtreamly well, as I loved him: 
Our Company was compoſed of our own Fami. 
ly, and three otter Actors, whereof the one was 
wedded to a Comedian that plaid a meaner part: 
We paſſed one day throw a Hamlet of Perigert,and 
my Mother, the other Actor and my ſelf, were up- 
on the Waggon that carried our goods, and our 
men guarded us on foot, when our ſmall Train was 
ſer upon by ſeven or eight Vilains, ſo drunk, that
